RHEIMS BOMBARDED. 

The news from the Western Front to-day in: 
dicates that the resumed enemy offensive 
in the direction of Amiens was continued 
yesterday with the fiercest energy. 

Attacks were made on the British and French 
fronts at points from Albert to 
Montdidier. 

The enemy endeavoured yesterday to cross 
the St. Just-Amiens railway, thus cutting 
the main line to Paris, but the attempt 
was a failure. 

The enemy has achieved some small territorial 
gains, and by the capture of Hamel, on 
the Somme, he is now within ten miles of 
Amiens.
